Irene  Bedard,  Alumni  Award 

As  the  voice  of  Walt  Disney's  Pocahontas,  Irene  Bedard  has  laid  claim  to  a  form  of 
cultural  immortality,  just  as  Snow  White's  voice  remains  a  part  of  our  cultural 
landscape.  Equally  significant,  the  drawings  for  the  film  were  based  on  Bedard's 
finely-chiseled  facial  features  and  animated  persona. 

The  links  with  storytelling  extend  far  back  for  Bedard.  As  a  child  in  Anchorage, 
Alaska,  she  drew  on  her  Cree,  Inupiat,  and  French-Canadian  roots  to  create  plays 
for  neighborhood  children.  She  grew  up  visiting  ceremonial  dances  and  potlatches 
(feasts),  and  was  inspired  by  her  father's  political  activism  in  Native  American 
issues.  She  continued  her  interests  in  history,  culture,  and  drama  in  community 
theater  in  high  school,  and — after  earning  her  BFA  from  The  University  of  the 
Arts —  secured  stage  roles  in  Philadelphia  and  New  York  productions.  In  an  early 
television  role,  she  starred  in  TNT's  Lakota  Woman:  Siege  at  Wounded  Knee"  as 
real-life  author  Mary  Crow  Dog,  work  that  earned  her  a  Golden  Globe 
nomination.  For  that  work,  she  was  also  honored  by  the  American  Indian  Film 
Festival,  the  First  American  in  the  Arts  Award,  and  the  Cowboy  Hall  of  Fame.  In 
addition,  that  role  led  to  her  discovery  by  Disney,  and  her  role  in  that  studio's 
Squanto,  A  Warrior's  Tale.  In  1998,  she  starred  in  the  well-received  independent 
film,  Smoke  Signals,  Director  Chris  Eyre's  adaptation  of  Sherman  Alexie's  novel, 
which  dealt  realistically  with  the  lives  of  Native  Americans.  Since  "becoming 
Pocahantas,"  Bedard  has  remained  busy  in  her  Ojai,  California  home,  where  she 
is  also  a  founding  member  of  Guardians  of  Sacred  Lands,  an  environmental 
organization  active  in  Southern  California. 


Johnny  Irizarry,  Alumni  Award 

"Culture  in  general  is  your  existence,  your  soul,"  says  Johnny  Irizarry  a  1983 
graduate  of  Philadelphia  College  of  Art.  "If  you  take  out  the  culture,  who  are  you, 
what  are  you?  A  bunch  of  bones  and  skin?"  Irizarry's  life  has  been  marked  by 
such  tenets,  and  his  career  has  reflected  his  commitment  to  helping  others  find 
culture  in  their  own  souls. 

Irizarry's  roots  extend  to  West  Harlem,  where  he  was  auspiciously  born  and 
raised  just  down  the  street  from  the  fabled  Apollo  Theater.  Upon  graduation  from 
high  school  in  1972,  he  was  offered  a  scholarship  to  study  art  in  any  branch  of  the 
State  University  of  New  York.  Instead,  Irizarry  decided  to  move  to  Puerto  Rico, 
the  island  of  his  parents'  birth.  As  he  noted  several  years  ago  in  a  Philadelphia 
Inquirer  interview,  he  "wanted  to  discover  the  real  reason  for  being  Puerto  Rican" 
and  viewed  the  island  as  "almost  like  the  paradise  that  people  told  you  about."  He 
married,  and  in  1980,  moved  his  family  to  Philadelphia.  Here,  he  began  study  at 
The  University  of  the  Arts,  and  also  began  volunteering  at  Taller  Puertorriqueno. 
In  1986,  he  assumed  leadership  of  Taller,  and,  over  the  next  11  years,  built  it  into 
one  of  Philadelphia's  premier  community-based  arts  organizations.  Today,  as 
Program  Specialist  for  Latino  Studies  of  the  School  District  of  Philadelphia, 
Johnny  Irizarry  is  able  to  help  shape  programs  and  curriculum  development  on 
Puerto  Rican,  Latin  American,  and  Latino  Studies  across  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. In  honor  of  his  work,  Irizarry  has  received  the  Paul  Robeson  Social  Justice 
Award  from  the  Bread  and  Roses  Community  Fund,  the  Citizen  of  the  Year 
award  from  the  Annual  Puerto  Rican  Week  Festival,  and  a  special  Achievement 
Van  der  Zee  Award  from  Brandywine  Workshop,  among  many  other  honors. 


Arthur  Mitchell,  Honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 

Arthur  Mitchell — pioneer  dancer,  teacher,  choreographer,  and  ballet  director — 
was  born  in  Harlem  during  the  depression,  the  oldest  boy  in  a  family  of  six 
children.  Showing  early  promise  as  a  dancer,  he  was  accepted  into  New  York 
City's  High  School  for  the  Performing  Arts  at  the  age  of  14,  and  awarded  a 
scholarship  to  the  School  of  American  Ballet  just  four  years  later.  In  1955,  at  the 
age  of  21,  he  secured  a  highly-competitive  post  with  the  fabled  New  York  City 
Ballet,  becoming  a  soloist  in  1959.  As  such,  he  was  the  first  African-American 
dancer  to  reach  principal  rank  in  an  American  ballet  company,  and  the  first 
African-American  male  classical  dancer  to  achieve  an  international  reputation. 
Mitchell  was  featured  in  many  of  Balanchine's  most  renowned  works,  including 
Allegro  Brillante,  A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream,  Ocho  por  Radio,  and  many 
others. 

In  1968,  Arthur  Mitchell  made  a  personal  investment  of  $25,000  to  furnish  a 
studio  in  Harlem  to  teach  dance,  following  the  assassination  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther 
King,  Jr.  From  this  seed,  he  founded  (with  Karel  Shook)  the  Dance  Theatre  of 
Harlem  which,  under  his  direction,  has  grown  to  become  one  of  America's  most 
honored  and  notable  companies.  Dance  Theatre  has  toured  domestically  and 
throughout  the  world,  bringing  the  best  of  American  dance  and  culture  to  new 
audiences.  In  addition,  Mitchell  choreographed  many  works  for  the  company  for 
more  than  20  years,  including  Ode  to  Otis,  Tones,  Manifestations,  The  Greatest, 
Walk  in  the  Light,  Phoenix  Rising,  and  John  Henry.  Mitchell  has  also  been 
interviewed  or  featured  in  all  major  dance  magazines,  and  has  taught  at  Harvard 
University,  the  School  of  American  Ballet,  the  Harlem  School  of  the  Arts,  and 
other  renowned  institutions.  The  President  of  the  United  States  awarded  the 
National  Medal  of  Arts  to  Arthur  Mitchell  in  honor  of  his  life's  work  and  service. 


Arnold  Newman,  Honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 

Arnold  Newman,  photographer,  is  best  known  for  his  portraits  in  which  the 
setting  and  surrounding  objects  reflect  or  comment  upon  the  sitter's  vocation.  His 
work  stresses  strong  composition,  and  provides  insight  into  the  personalities  of 
his  subjects.  These  have  included  Picasso,  Stravinsky,  Stieglitz,  O'Keefe,  Dali, 
Ernst,  Eisenhower,  John  F.  Kennedy,  Nixon,  Duchamp,  and  Cocteau. 

The  son  of  a  clothing  manufacturer,  Arnold  Newman  was  born  in  New  York  City, 
and  raised  in  Atlantic  City  and  Miami  Beach.  Following  high  school,  he  studied 
art  on  a  scholarship  to  the  University  of  Miami  during  the  Depression.  Forced  by 
the  economic  crisis  of  that  time  to  abandon  painting,  Newman  took  a  position 
here  in  Philadelphia  with  a  chain  of  photography  studios,  and  began  his 
association  with  other  photographers  and  photography  students.  Upon  his  return 
to  New  York  City,  he  received  encouragement  from  Alfred  Stieglitz,  Ansel  Adams, 
and  Beaumont  Newhall,  and  participated  in  a  two-person  show  (with  Ben  Rose) 
at  the  New  York's  A.D.  Gallery.  Soon  after,  he  opened  the  Newman  Portrait 
Studio  in  Miami  Beach  during  the  Second  World  War,  and  founded  Arnold 
Newman  Studios,  Inc.  in  New  York  City  following  the  war.  Newman  soon  became 
a  successful  free-lance  commercial  and  portrait  photographer,  with  his  work 
appearing  consistently  in  Look,  Life,  Esquire,  Fortune,  Harper's  Bazaar,  Holiday, 
Travel  and  Leisure,  and  Town  and  Country.  In  1947,  he  photographed  the  first  of 
many  Life  covers,  and  continued  to  travel  widely  throughout  the  United  States, 
Europe,  and  the  Middle  East.  Among  Newman's  many  honors  have  been  a  Life 
Achievement  Award  from  the  American  Society  of  Magazine  Photographers. 
Newman's  works  may  be  seen  in  several  books,  notably  1980' s  Artists:  Portraits 
from  Four  Decades. 


History  of  The  University  of  the  Arts 


The  University  of  the  Arts  has  evolved  from 
two  century-old  institutions:  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  Art  and  the  Philadelphia  College  of 
Performing  Arts. 

The  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  (PCA)  was 
formed  in  1876  along  with  the  Philadelphia 
Museum  of  Art.  Initially  known  as  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art,  the 
institutions  were  established  in  response  to  the 
interest  in  art  and  art  education  that  was 
stimulated  by  the  country's  Centennial  Exposi- 
tion. In  1944?,  the  school  became  known  as  the 
Philadelphia  Museum  School  of  Art,  reflecting 
the  expanded  programs  that  trained  artists  in 
many  other  areas,  including  fine  arts.  The  school 
received  accreditation  in  1959,  and  in  1964 
separated  from  the  Museum  to  become  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Art.  Today,  the  Philadel- 
phia College  of  Art  and  Design  of  The  University 
of  the  Arts  offers  curricula  in  design,  media  arts, 
fine  arts,  crafts,  and  museum  and  art  education. 

The  performing  arts  programs  of  The  University 
of  the  Arts  date  to  1870  when  three  graduates  of 
the  Conservatory  of  Leipzig  opened  one  of  the 
first  European  style  conservatories  of  music  in 
America:  the  Philadelphia  Musical  Academy.  The 
Musical  Academy  became  an  independent  college 
of  music  in  1950,  granting  a  Bachelor  of  Music 
degree  after  a  four-year  course  of  study — one  of 
only  eight  such  music  colleges  in  the  nation  at 
the  time.  While  still  offering  only  a  music 
program,  the  school  changed  its  name  to  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts  (PCPA) 
in  1976,  the  first  such  college  in  Pennsylvania. 
One  year  later  the  former  Philadelphia  Dance 
Academy  became  part  of  PCPA,  and  in  1983  the 
School  of  Theater  was  created,  thus  achieving  the 
college's  ideal  balance  of  performing  arts:  dance, 
music  and  theater  arts. 

In  1985,  PCA  and  PCPA  joined  to  become  the 
Philadelphia  Colleges  of  the  Arts,  and  a  true 
visual  and  performing  arts  university  was  in  its 
formative  stages.  With  its  inauguration  in  1987, 
The  University  of  the  Arts  is  the  largest  compre- 
hensive educational  institution  of  its  kind  in  the 
nation,  preparing  students  for  professional 
careers  in  design,  fine  arts,  crafts,  dance,  music, 
and  theater  arts.  In  1997  the  University  added  a 
new  College  of  Media  and  Communication, 
offering  degrees  in  communication  writing  for 
film  and  television,  and  multimedia.
